NEW Y „ Nov. 28.—A Washington 
special to the Word says that the Presi- 
dent has been and is. still a much sicker 
man than the administration would have 
the public’ believe, condition is not

During the last three days President 
Cleveland has suffered much pain from his 
ewollen leg, and to obtain relief has re- 
meined in bed much of the time.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—In view of the 
circulation of rumors to the effect that the 
condition of the President is much worse 
than has been reported, his private secre- 
tary was today asked for a statement of 
the facts. In response he said that the 
President has been suffering from an acute 
attack of:rheumatism, or rheumatic gout. 
He has been subject to these attacks for 
years past, and thte ti -by wo means more 
severe than, others which hé d ‘expert- 
enced. 

For a couple of days he was Saane to 
his bed, but he has the most vio- 
lent stage of his malady, and although still 
suffering, is working on his message which 
he is writing himself, and is making such 
progress that it will be ready to deliver 
to Congress on the first day of the session,

China is Tet of Being 
Whippet. 


Uncle Sam’s Good Offices 


Stories of Horrible Slaughter by the 
Japanese at Port Arthur—Still 
Another Battle Reported. 
In Manchuria.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—China has 
succumbed to tke mevitable and has sued 
for peace, and her proposal will be pre- 
sented to Japan through the United States 
Ministers at Peking and Tokio, thus prom- 
ising a ination of the war as the re- 
sult, in part at least, of the exercises of 
the good offices of the United States. It 
is not possible at this time to learn the 
terms of China’s proposition as handed to 
Minister Denby,, but it is probable that it 
provides for but two concessions, a money 
indemnity and @ frelinquishment of 
suzerainty over. Kores. 

It is improbable that the first tender 
will be accepted by Japan, as such over- 
tures are-rarely , but this propo- 
sition III den er to a counter 
offer of terms by Japan through Min- 
ister Dun and the negotiations, if suc- 
cessful and if they foliow the usual course, 
will lead first to @ truce under proper 
guarantee, or a. preliminary agreement 
to cease -hostilities and finally to the 
signature to a definite treaty of peace. 
Just how this. proposition was brought 
about is not known yet. It is probable,. 
however, that, as the matter is in the 
hands of the American Ministers in China 
and Japan, ‘the visit of Mr. Detring, Com- 
missioner of Maritime Affairs at Tien- 
Tsin, to Japan, is to be directly connected 
with the peace negotiations as has been 


HIROSHIMA, Now, 28.—Chief Inspector 
Detring of the Chinese Customs at Tien- 
Tsin, who bas afrive? in Japan in order 
to negotiats- for “peace on behalf of the 
Chinese , Brought à létter from 
14 Hung ng ta the: Mikado. 

Among the passengers with Detring are 
three Chinese dignitaries who are supposed 
to be princes, but the peace envoy alone 
landed.

LI HUNG CHANG IMPBACHED. 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—According to dis- 
patches from Sharghai a sensation wag 
caused by a memorial to the throne signed 
over 120 high officials impeaching Li Hung 
Chang, and charging him with eorrup- 
tion, peculations and deception. The 
memorial also says that Li Hung Chang 
rejoiced at the Japanese victories and pre- 
vented the Chinese achieving success. He 
is said to have represented that China 
was prepared fer war when he knew that 
the contrary was the case. 

Li Hung Chang is also said to- be im- 
plicated with Prince Kung, the Emperor's 
uncle and president of the admiralty, 
who was recently appointed dictator, and 
with Taotai-Wu and the commander of 
Chinese forces at Port Arthur. These 
Officials being accused of high treason 
and of selling state secrets and war 
material to the enemy. They were further 
charged with investing money in Japan, 
harboring treasonable designs against the 
Chinese empire, and conspiring to proqure 
the overthrow of China. The memorial 
demands the instant punishment and dis- 
missal of all concerned in the conspiracy. 

ANOTHER BATTLE. 

HIROSHIMA, Nov. 28.—News has been 
received of a battle in the vicinity of Ma- 
Tien-Lien. The Japanese are said to have 
lost forty killed and wounded. The Chi- 
nese loss ig supposed to be immense. 

AWFUL IF TRUE. 

HDE FOO, Nov. 28.—Chinese fugitives 
state that the Japanese sacked Port Arthur, 
shooting old and young, and that pillage 
and murder were supreme for three days. 
The dead were barbarously maltreated, 
heads and noses being cut off, and name- 
less atrocities were committed. The Japan- 
ese soldiers scoured the country for days, 
and killed All the Chinese they could find. 
The fugitives say that all streets of Port 
Arthur, as 2241 were filled 
with dead bodies. 


"FOXY" JAPS. 


They are too Clever to be Caught in 
the Moukden Trap.

CHEMULPO (Korea,) Nov. 28.—(By As- 
jatic Cable.) The storming of Chin- 
Lien-Chong castle on the other side of 
the Ya-Loo River by Field Marshal Ya- 
magata’s army does not mean that the 
Japanese army intends to march on into 
the heart of Manchuria and fall into the 
winter trap outlined in a previous dis- 
patch from the front. The fortress was 
too close to the Ya-Loo to be left in the 
hands of the Chinese and would have 
been a continual menace to the winter 
camp of the Japanese on the frontier. 

The Japanese have no intention of mov- 
ing against Moukden, knowing that the 
capture of the ancient Manchurian capita) 
would not affect the main line of the war 
and would arouse the suspicion and bitter 
opposition of Russie.

A MANIA TO BUY. 


People Excited by a ‘by a Demented Man’s 
Big Purchases.

VALPARAISO (Ind.,) Nov.28.—Residents 
of the little town of Hebron have been 
1 — excited for the past week over the 
appearance of a man giving his name as 
George Little of Chicago. He arrived in 
that town with a team of horses several 
days ago. He put his team up at the ho-

proprietor that he was one of the wealthi- 
est men in Chicago. The next morning he 
made arrangements to buy ten large farms. 
After finding several that suited him he 
went to all the implement stores and pur- 
chased every plow, cultivator, and in fact 
everything else that is used on a farm, 
representing ‘that he was rich and would 
settle all bills later on. After making 
bargains for the tools he sent a man from 
Jasper county and ordered 250 head of 
horses and 400 steers from Melson Morris. 

Up to to this time he was thought to be 
all right; but when he went toa millinery 
store and ordered two silk dresses for his 
horses he was thought to be demented. 
Then, when he was questioned, it was 
found that he was once worth $50,000 in 
Chicago real estate, but was swindled ‘out 
of it, which caused him to become crazy. 
Several abstracts of land were made out 
to him before the people discovered the 
man’s condition. All the farming mate- 
rial, including the horses, cows, wagons, 
etc., were delivered at the hotel. 

After the authorities found that he was 
crazy they sent him out of town. He left 
the village late last night with a mule 
cart and a bushel bag filled with common 
house cats, bound for Chicago. He cduld 
not ‘take his horses, as he had no money 
with which to pay his hotel bill. F

A DECREASE OF NEARLY FOUR- 
TEEN MILLIONS. 
An Increase in the Manufacture of 
Cigarettes and Oleomargarine, 
a Falling-off in Other 
Choice Products.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The annual 
report of Joseph 8. Miller, the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, shows the to- 
tal receipts from all sources for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1894, to have deen 
282 a decrease for the year of 


,836,540. 

The following figures show the receipts 
from the several sources during the last 
fiscal year, and the increase or decrease 
as compared with the year next preceding: 
Spirits, $85,259,252, decrease, $9,461,008; to- 
bacco, $28,617,688, 1.

The estimated expenses 
of the internal revenue service for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1894, are given 
as $4,855,870. The report shows the work, 
of the bureau to be in excellent candition, 
beth in the office of the Commissioner and 
the field. Of the 1016 illicit stills seized, 
908 were destroyed and 108 removed, an in- 
crease for the year of 210.

Aid to Farmers is Talked About, but 
Goes Over—Two Reports on the 
Silver Question are

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 28.—At the morning 
session’ of the Transmississippi Congress 
the California delegation, under a special 
order allotting two hours to a discussion 
on staple agriculture, opened the debate 
upon the proposition in favor of a bounty 
upon exported agricultural products which 
cannot be aided by a protective tariff, so 
long as the manfacturers receive such 
protection. The proposition was in the 
form of a minority report from the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, the majority hav- 
ing voted to refuse to place such a rec- 
“Dy it. 

' Delegate ‘Roche ot California, in a brief 
address, urged that the farmers, not from 
a protection or free-trade standpoint, were 
entitled to government ald as a matter 
of justice as long as the manufacturers 
were aided. This aid, by virtue of agri- 
cultural products being of an export and 
of an import character, can only be by a 


bounty on exports. 
Delegate Lubin of California followed in 
an argument upon the same lines, occu- 


pying a good partion of the remaining 
allotted time. 

Delegate Frank Cannon of Utah, for the 
majority of the Resolutions Committee, 
opened the opposition declaring his belief 
that such a on could only ag- 
gravate the ills of the farmer and only 
increase the responsibility of the govern- 
ment. It was impracticable, as no such 
bounty could de made equally just. He 
opposed it also becatise it was class legis- 


tion. 

W. J. Bryan of Nebraska argued that 
the subject was not one of dis- 
cussion in transmississippi Sea or in 
any considerable degree anywhere and 
therefore was not sufficiently digested by 
people to warrant action by the congress 
upon it. Help to the farmers lay not in 
extending a vicious system, but in keep- 
ing it down. The matter was referred to 
the next session of this congress. 

Immediately upon the re-assembling cf 
the congress, this afternoon, a partial re-

„Resolved, that this congress, repre- 
senting the interests of the great West, 
do most earnestly petition the Congress 
ct the United States to pass such laws 
as will insure to the inhabitants of the 
Territory of Alaska protection to landed 
interests, a proper administration of law 
and order throughout the Territory and 
extension of mail facilities in the Yukon 
River district, to Northwestern Alaska 
and Fish River district. To better carry 
out this resolution, we earnestly ask that 
@ commission be appointed at the next 
session of Congress of which the governor 
of the Territory shall be an ex-officio 
member, whose duty it shall be to visit 
the different sections of the Territory 
and to render a report to Congress; and 
that such recommendation take due form 
of law by appropriate legislation.

A minority report signed by E. O. Stan- 2 
Ss. F. Smith and B. N. 
Linehan of Iowa, Lewis Hameock and E. 
A. Marshall of Texas, A. L. Black and D. 
E. Duryea of Washington, B. W. Rich- 
ardson of Nebraska and Thomas Sharf 
of Minnesota was then presented by Gov. 
S&tanard, who tmmediately opened the de- ; 
bate with a fine ten-minute address on 
behalf of his report. The text of the re- 
port is as follows: 

„Resolved, that we favor the use of sil- 
ver in the coinage of this country to the 


fullest extent consistent with the mainte-

In his address opening the debate, 
Stanard pleaded for the protection of 
country from a depreciated currency, 
urged by the majority. He knew, he 
that there was little chance of ¢ 
minds that had come here already 
and therefore he could only put him 
and his associates on record as belie 
it was bad policy to recommend te Con 
@ policy that would bring into use a depre- 
ciated currency. 

Delegate W. J. Bryan of the majority 
«yielded a portion of his time to Delegate 
Johnson of Colorado and Goodwin of Utah, 
the latter being the editor of the Salt Lake 
Tribune, who briefly declared what they 
believed was the unanimous wishes of their 
constitue®ts. 

Delegate Hancock of Texas spoke for the 
minority report, being followed by Gen.

The chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee then reported a plan for a permanent 
organization, providing for a full set. of 
officers, as at present, including vice-pres- 
ident and two members of the Executive 
Committee from each State, and annual 
meetings at a place to be selected by the 
preceding congress. In addition a treas- 
urer is provided for and annual dues of 
$10 from the first delegate from each busi- 
ness organization and $5 for each addi- 
tional delegate to which it may be en- 
titled are levied; also an annual payment 
of $5 by each ‘delegate appointed by a 
Governor, Mayor or county executive. 

The basis of. representation is fixed at 
ten delegates for each State, one for each 
city, with one additional for each 5000 
population, the total not to exceed tem; 
one fdr each business organization, with 
one additional for each fifty memberg, 
not to exceed a total of ten, and one dele- 
gate for each county, each delegate pres- 
ent to have one vote. With an amendment 
providing that no State shall have @ 
greater voting power than thirty, the re- 
port was immediately adopted. The funds 
raised by the dues are to be used for the 
expenses of the congress and for present- 
ing the recommendations of the congress 
to the Federal Congress. 

With the adoption of a resolution callihg 
the attention of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the State Legislatures and 
the railroad companies to the alleged extor- 
tionate charges in the way of sfreighis 
upon cotton, relatively in excess of the 


charges on other products, and asking for 


a proper reduction thereof, the convention

The evening show opened with an exhi- 
bition distinctly Western) An old-time 
wagon train came rattling into the ring. 
The two heavy wagons, one trailing be- 
hind the other, were drawn by tweive 
mule teams and a span of heavy horses, 
which were at the wheel. Two bardy, 
sun-browned mule-skinners“ managed the 
outfit as handily as any of the swell whips 
who came afterward did their tandems or 
four-in-hands. This wagon was the outfit 
that came overland from Fresno, 227 miles, 
with ten tons of dried raisins. After the 
mules came an exhibition of jumpers, then 
several fire-engine teams, and finally the 
event of the evening, the parade of four- 
in hands. 

In the evening show, however, the horses 
played but a secondary part. San Fran- 
cisto’s swagger society felt in duty bound 
to follow the example set by the smart set 
of other horse-show cities.

His Annual Report port Refers to Ameri- 
dan Exports Abroad.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The annual 
report of the Secretary of Agriculture ‘is 
particularly interesting because of its 
reference to current troubles with foreign 
governments over the subject of foreign 
markets and gives figures of four agri- 
cultural exports, especially those to Great 
Britain. That country paid during the 


year 1893 for American breadstuffs, pro- 
visions, cotton and tobacco, over $324,000,- 


000. 
Of dressed beef, Great Britain took — 
us during the first six months of mg yea 
1894, $10,000,000 worth. Australia is our 
chief competitor for the trade. 

Referring to the frequent allegations on 
the part of the Buropean governments that 
live animals from the United States are 
diseased, the Secretary expresses the 
opinion these allegations are sometimes

President H. O. Havemeyer of 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
today: 

“The sugar business has been bad for 
some months past. We have been hoping 
against hope all along and tried to 
weather the period of depression, trust- 
ing that ‘business might improve, but 
everything was against us. The _reac- 
tion that followed the passage of the tariff 
bill brough® about a dull season and the 
war among the wholesale grocers in sev- 
eral sections of the country still further 
tended do demoralize trade. When to thie 
was added the excitement of an election 
canvass and the report that Congress 
would pass a free sugar bill, making all 
sugars free, wou can readily see there 
was enough cause to compel us to shut 
down completely. 

“Our faith in the future has failed us 
and, beginning tomorrow, we shall shut 
down all our works in Boston, New York 
Philadelphia and Baltimore. We cannot 
do anything else. We are sorry for our 
and have been to ward off 
all along, ‘but the truth is that we have 
been running our works at loss for 
several months past, but it is time naw 
to call a halt. The last Congress is re? 
sponsible for the present situation and if 
they pass the free sugar bill at Washing- 
ton, as it is reported: they will, they will 
kill the sugar industry completel y. 

“Things cannot be made worse yond 
they are now. There is very 99 differ- 
euce between the prices of raw re- 
fined sugar and there is no reason = jus- 
tice in continuing a business at a heavy 
Icus. We must either have enough profit 
to cover the expenses of carrying on sugar 
refining, or else go out of the business 
completely. We cannot compete with the 
wages paid in Europe and our men could 
not begin to support themselves and fam- 
ilies at such figures. Yet we are asked 
to run our establishment with only the 
margin in refining that is to be found be- 
tween the cost of raw and refined sugars, 
which is now a trifle less than one-half 
of 1 cent a pound.

TACOMA (Wash. ) Nov. 28.—A big tidal

RADER’S SHARP PRACTICE. 


That was a very neat scheme of 
Frank Rader's, by which hoe secured 
an appointment on the commission to 
assess the cost and damages in the 
matter of the opening and extension 
of Broadway, as detailed in another 
column of this issue. By transferring 
his property on the street to his busi- 
ness partner; Mr. Rader became tech- 
‘ically eligible to an appointment 
on the commission,. and received for 
his services the sum of $400, or a net 
profit of $318.90, over and above the 
amount of the assessment against the 
property be had transferred. After 
the commission had coneluded its work 
Mr. Rader's business partner accom- 
modatingly retransterred the property 
to Mr. Rader. 

Now, does any intelligent man be 
lieve that these transfers were made 
in good faith? Is not the prima facie 
evidence almost or quite conclusive 
that both transférs were spurious, and 
were a mere makeshift to enable Mr. 
Rader to serve as one of the commis- 
sloners to assess, upon his own prop- 
erty, the cost of a public improvement? 
No other interpretation of his action 
Seems plausible or possible: 

The spirit if not the letter of the 
law was plainly vidlated by Mr. Rader 
in this affair. It was a piece of sharp 
practice Such as no man with 6 fine 
sense of honor would have resorted to 
under any circumstances. While Mr. 
Rader may have heen guilty of no 
violation of law such as would be 
actionable in court, he was certainly 

gross moral wrong in this 


guilty of a 
affair. 
Are the voters of Los Angeles pre- 
pared to confer the highest honor 
* their gift upon a man who 
could resort to so mean a subterfuge 
in order to evade the plain and proper 
provisions of the law which forbids a 
property-owner to sit in adjudication 
of questions involving his own prop- 
erty?

EFFECT OF THE DEMOCRATIC 


One of tix chief boasts of the free 
traders. when they w rguing in 


‘favor of the Wilson tariff bill was that 
it would effect a great saving to con- 
su , especially in the case of cloth- 
ing. Whenever they were charged 
with a conspiracy to ruin the wool in- 
dustry’ they always replied that while 
the removal of the duty might hurt a 
few sheep men” this loss would be 
far more than compensated by the sav- 
ing which so many millions of people 
would make in the cost of their cloth- 
ing. To hear them talk, one would 
imagine that the cost of clothing was 
going to be cut down about half if not 
more. But how has it been, If tliere 
has been any mafked reduction in the 
gost of woolen clothes we of this sec-: 
tion, at least, do not know much 
about it. Of course we know that $10 
suits are selling at $8.50, and $15 suits 
at $12.50, and $20 suits at $15. But 
then they have been selling that way 
for years, and were selling thus while 
the Republicans were in power. Com- 
menting upon this subject, the Ameri- 
can Cultivator says: | 
“Consumers of cloths will derive but 
little benefit from the reduction of the 
tariff on wool to a free-trade basis. 
Any idea of this kind is an illusion. 
It will make a difference of not over 
$1.50 to $2, at the outside, in a guit of 
clothes costing $15 and upward. Free 
wool may be of some benefit to manu- 
facturers, in opening to them the mar- 
kets of the world and thus giving them 
a greater latitude of selection, but so. 
far as the final purehaser of the manu- 


factured preduct is concerned, little or 
no benefit will be derived.” 


If other ‘products upon which the 
duty has been removed or lowered by 
the Wilson bill yore looked into it 
would be found that the Democratic 
policy has acted in the same manner 
as in the case of wool, while thousands 
of Americans who are engaged in 
raising or manufacturing these prod- 
ducts have been thrown out of work, 
and millions who consumed them haye 
not been benéfited to any appreciable 
extent. Those having gained or expect- 
ing to gain. by the Wilson bill are the 
foreign manufacturers and producers 


nearly all the difference that is made 
by the Wilson bill. | 
This is what has been claimed by 
the Republicans all along, and the 
people who had any doubts on the sub- 
ject will now have a chance to find 
out that the Republicans were right. 
The Wilson tariff bill was a gross 
piece of folly, and it will take the coun- 
try some time to recover from it.

The new Republi- 
can tariff will be constructed in obedi- 
ence to.this mandate. The best fea- 
tures of the McKinley law will be re- 
tained; and such defects as it contained 
will be remedied. | 


Mr. Hazard has clearly shown that 
the City Attorney is in error as to 
some of the material facts at issue in 
the Iman controversy.

The proceedings were confined to the 
examination of the complainant, Elmer E. 
Crandall, who reiterated the graphic story 
related by him upon the first trial of the 
case in September last. 

After a few preliminary questions had 
been put to the witness he was asked to re- 
late’ the circumstances under which he 
first met the defendant, Platt, at Santa 


Monica. 

Senator White, on behalf of the defend- 
ant, Harris, thereupon offered a formal ob- 
jection to all the evidence for the govern- 
ment, upon the ground that the indictment 
did not state fact» sufficient to constitute 
an offense against the laws of the United 
States, stating that he was not prepared 
to argue the matter then, but would, with 
‘the permission of the court, do so at the 
close of the evidence for the prosecution. 

In explanation of this objecten Senator 
White stated that the indictment assumed 
to charge a conspiracy on the part of the 
defendants to misuse the mails, and the 
defendants contended that no such crime 
as that assumed in the indictment was 
known to the laws of the United States. 
Under the sections by virtue of which the 
indictment was drawn, a conspiracy to de- 
fraud could only be made an offense when, 
after its existence had been established, 
it was shown that the use of the mails 
‘was designed to carry it into effect, and 
where its execution depended upon the use 
of the mails. Thie, the defense contended, 
was not the case in this instance. 

The objection, by consent, was under- 
stood to be offered to all of the evidence 
for the government, and Mr. Crandall 
thereupon was permitted to tell t®e story 
of his long siege of persecution at the 
hands of Platt, each interview being re- 
lated in detail, and the various letters, 
anonymous and otherwise, which he had 
received on the sybject being introduced in 


evidence, as he pr ceeded. 


An effort was made by the defense to 
keep out he recital of the final interview 
in Crandall’s room on the night of March 
26 last, at which he gave Harris a check 
for $700, on the groynd that this incident 
was long subsequent to the commission of 
the offense charged in the indictment, but 
the court overruled the objection. 

Upon cross-examinatton Mr. Gage, on be- 
half of the defendant, Harris, compelled 
Crandall to admit that he had always 

t Harris in reference to the matter, 

and that the defendant visited him on the 
t of March 26 at his special request. 

It. was also sought to show by the witness 
papers and photographs to which

with his wife, but Crandall was not to be

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THE CITY'S PARKS. 


Report on the Public 
Breathing Places. 


‘Superintendent Legrand Tells of the 
Improvements During the 
Past Year. 


tow at Bast Side, a Foun- 
taln at St. James and the Water- 
tall at Westlake—An Ex- 
cellent Showing. 


The annual report of the Superintend- 
ent of Parks was breszatsd to the Park 
Commission by Superintendent Legrand 
yesterday, and ter being accepted by 
that body, was ordered presented to the 
City Council in conformity with the re- 
quirements of the city charter. The re- 
port gives a comprehensive statement, 
quite fully detailed, in regard to the work 
done anf improvements made ia the 
various parks during ihe past year. Some 
of the principal features ‘are given ‘in brief 
as follows: 

CENTRAL. 

Although Central Park is restricted in 
Area the number of visttors is very large 
and the amount.of work necessary for 
maintenance is cons>yuentiy greater than 
in some of the other parks. During the 
year there have boon 34,000 plants set 
out and quite a number of the larger 
shrubs and smaller trees have been dug 
up and transplanted further apart as they 

crowded. Barbed wire, streiched 

at the proper places has very ‘effectually 

persons from going in and out of 

park except at the proper entrances.

HAST SIDE PARK.

The force of Hollenbeck Park, in con- 
junction with the “unemployed,” last 
spring extended the brick .culvert that 
drains the lake for a distance of twenty 
feet, and the portion of Boyle avenue that 
lies between the southeast’ end of the 
park and the Sisters’ Orphans’ Home was 
cut to a width of nearly eighty feet, at 
the same time making a fill at the low 
place 425 feet ‘long, 23 feet wide and 14 
feet deep on an average, and also rais- 
ing the old grado three feet for a length 
vf over 200 feet, and forty feet wide. This 
das much improved the street for traffic. 

A large amount of work has been de- 
‘oted to the laying out of walks and 
drives and to the planting of shrubbery. 
There have been 3165 feet of gutters laid 
along the walks. A considerable quantity 
of cement work has been done. The leak- 
age from the lake caused by the loose 
joints in the sewer running underneath 
is much in need of being remedied. 

NURSERY.

REIGN OF THE BICYCLE. 


The Present Passion for the Wheel is 
not Likely to Die Out. 

(December Century:) What may be 
called, not improperly, the bicycle passion, 
has full possession of several leading coun- 
tries of the world. England and France, 
notably those parts of them in and about 
London and Paris, have been so given oven 
to it for some time that a large proportion 
of their population come and go on their 
errands of business or pleasure on a 
Wheel.“ Americans who have recently 
traveled abroad have been astonished at 
the general use of the bicycle there, and 
have been still more astonished, on return- 
ing to their own country during the last 
year, to discover what headway the passion 
has made here. It is said to be a con- 
servative estimate by competent author- 
ities that during the year now closing a 
quarter of a million bicycles have been sold 
in this country, and that the number of 
riders approach a million. There are said 
to be over fifty thousand in New York and 
its neighborhood, and fully half that num- 
ber ia and about Boston. The latter city 
caught the passion from Europe some time 
before New York did, and has a larger pro- 
portion of its population, male and female, 
regularly devoted to it. 

Observers of the phenomenon are won- 
dering whether it is merely a passing whim 
or whether it has come to stay;"’ whether 
those who have taken it up will continue 
it after the novelty “has worn off, or 
whether they will drop it for the next new 
fad that shall come along. There are many 
reasons for thinking that its stay will be 
permanent. Undoubtedly many of those 
who take it up because of its vogue will 
tire if it after a while, but these will not 
constitute a large proportion of the whole 
number. The great body of riders find in 
the bicycle a new pleasure in life, a means 
for seeing more of the world, a source of 
better health through open-air exercise, a 
bond for comradeship, a method of rapid 
locomotion either for business or pleasure, 
and many other enjoyments and advan- 
tages which they will not relinquish. The 
bicycle has, in fact, become a necessary 
part Of modern life, and could not be aban- 
doned without turning the social progress 
of the world backward. Few who have 
used it for a tour through the country 
would think for a moment of giving it up 
and returning to pedestrianism instead. 
Aside from the exhilarating joy of riding, 
which every bicycle devotee will assure 
you is the nearest approach to flying at 
present possible to man, there is the oppor- 
tunity of seeing a constantly changing land- 


scape. 

The bicycle is, indeed, the great leveler. 
It puts the poor man on a level with the 
rich, enabling him to “sing the song of 
the open road“ as freely as the millionaire, 
and to widen his knowledge by visiting the 
regions near to or far from his home, ob- 
serving how other men live. He could not 
afford a ratlway journey and sojourn in 
these places, and he could not walk through 
them without tiring sufficiently to destroy 
in a measure the pleasure which he sought. 
But he can ride through twenty, thirty, 
fifty, even seventy miles of country in a 
day without serious fatigue, and with no 
expense save his board and lodging. To 
thousands of men and women the longing 
of years to travel a little as soon as they 
could afford it is thus gratified, virtually 
without limit; for a little journey in the 
world” can be made on every recurring 
holiday or vacation. 


The. Prices Vary A to the 

Quality of the Dealer’s Patrons. 

The book-hunter soon finds out that the 
prices for old, rare tomes vary in ratio to 
the quality, or wealth, of a dealer’s pa- 
trons. This is as true of the book shops 
of San Francisco, Chicago, New Orleans 
‘or Boston, as it is of New York, the lead- 
ing old book mart of the country. If you 
go into ‘the stylish book stores of any of 
these cities you will have to pay 25 to 50 
per cent. more for a book than if you went 
to the inconsequential dealers in out-of- 
the-way places—in cellars, or in tumble- 
down shops. 

Another point in book prices is the high 


prices charged for one sort of books and 


the cheapness of others. On the 5 and 10- 
cent counters will be found beautifully- 
bound religlous works and volumes of nov- 
els, worn and cheap editions of popular 
novels and technical works, too ancient to 
be of any special service at this time. It 
is an unugual thing to find a bargain on 
any, of these cheap counters; the dealers 
are exceedingly careful on that score. Al- 
beit, every once in a while a dealer gets 
caught napping, and the book*hunter picks 
up a tome of great value. ; 

Then the prices go up and down, accord- 
ing to fads: The Napoleon fad is now on, 
and everything about the little Corsican is 
selling at an advance on last year’s prices. 
There is also a boom on Americans—the 
early editions of Lowell, Hawthorne and 
Holmes now bring good, round figures. 
Just as soon as the dealers find that the 
public is after a certain line of books, they 
put up the price. This they deny, of 
course, but the book-hunter who makes 
regular rounds of the shops knows better. 

It may be said that the religious works 
sell at che cheapest prices; dramatic 
works, memoirs and annals of the stage at 
the highest. Works on sport average up 
with the drama. Audubon’s works are al- 
ways held at high figures. Frank Forres- 
ter’s works, now out of print, are hard to 
pick up, and the few found on sale go at 
fancy figures. 

The high prices for sporting works are 
owing to two causes. Works of this char- 
acter are rarely issued, except, in limited 
edition’, and are well printed and-bound. 
Dramatic and sporting works seldom go 
into second editions, so when an edition. is 
exhausted the purchaser must go to the 
old book store. These works, gotten up in 
the style of Booth's Letters and ‘‘Jeffer- 
son’s Autobiography’’—both exquisitely l- 
lustrated by the Century—are not thrown 
away when read, like most novels are, but 
are preserved for-reference. Hence, when 
a copy gets into a second-hand book store 
the figure asked is often greater than 5 
publisber's price.

WORLD’S CONGRESS OF REPRE- 
tage WOMBN.” (Rand, McNally 
& Co., Chicago and New York.) 
The report just published of the World's 
85 ogress of Representativé Women, held 
Ghieago during the Columbian Exposi- 
is an exhaustive and interesting re- 
ck the proceedings of t body. It 
is under the direction of May 
Sewall, chairman of the Commit- 
„ „ Organization, and, as set forth in 
th. — page, is a historical resume for 
eireulation of the Wogld’s Congress 
of Re fesentative Women, held under the 
evs ices of the woman’s branch of the 
Congress Auxillary. The editorial 
, ytion is so very comprehensive as to 
vague. It reads: To the menand 
en among her contemporaries who, 
viag ears to hear,’ can understand its 
message, and having open minds and gen- 
erous hearts, can regard with favor the 
ultimate absolutely equal co-partnership 
which it unmistakably foreshadows, this 
is respectfully dedicated by the editor.“ 

The report, however, makes clear the 
object and aim of the congress: to present 
to the people of the world the wonderful 
progress of women in all civilized lands in 
the great departments of intellectual ‘ac- 
tivity. It constitutes in its published form, 
a complete and comprehensive vet con- 
densed and readable library on all the great 
themes discussed at the congress, and in 
which all enlightened women are con- 
cerned. 

The subjects discussed embrace fifteerf. 
Among them are literature and the dra- 
matic art, science in religion, moral and 
social reform, the civil and political status 
of women, civil law and government, and 
religion. Under the head of education con- 
siderable prominence is given to the kin- 
dergarten as an educational agency. In 
the. discussion which took place on this 
subject, Mrs. Caroline M. Severance of 
California raps the public school system 
sharply over the knuckles. She says that 
under existing arrangements the public 
schools are only for the very poor or very 
rich.“ It seems difficult to reconcile this 
statement with the facts. The usual com- 
plaint, apparently well based, is that it is 
just these two particular classes that the 
public schools do not reach. The children 
of very rich people don’t want to go to 
them, and the children of very poor people 
won't go to them, or to any other if they 
can help it. Mrs, Kate Tupper Galpin of 
Los Angeles comes much nearer the truth 
when in an address on the “Ethical Influ- 
ence of Women in Education,“ she says 
“Public schools are not charitable institu- 
tions; they are institutions on which the 
safety and perpetuity of our national * 
depend.“ 

One of the strongest bits in the e 
is the address by Annie Nathan Meyer of 
New York on Woman's Place in the Re- 
public of Letters.“ She scouts the idea of 
there being such a thing as sex in litera- 
ture, and.cites many instances ‘where 
women have encroached on that literary 
domain, exclusively reserved by men as 
their own, and carried off ‘Righ honors. 
The statement, however, of Molly Elliott Fr 
Seawell, the novelist, that “if all that 
women have*ever done in. literature were 
swept out ‘existence, the world would 
not lose a single masterplece,“ is a thorn 
which evidently rankles. Had such a 
statement emanated from a man it would 
be condoned, if not pardoned, but coming 
from one of their own sex it is treason and 
treachery combined. 

Much space is given in the report to the 
addresses made on the subject of “The 
Civil and Political Status of Women.” It 
is interesting to observe, as stated in a 
prefatory note by the editor, that the 
twenty-four addresses published in the re- 
port are but a fraction of those bearing on 
the same subject delivered during the 
week the congress was in session. The 
subject of their civil and political emanci- 
pation, to put it in that way, would seem 
to possess a charm for women possessed 
by no other. Like the Pope, they will never 
de satisfied until they have acquired full 
temporal power. Notwithstanding. their 
number, these addresses are all interest- 
ing and worthy of all attention. While the 
demands of the several women's franchise

PHOTOGRAPHY UNDER WATER. 


It Has Been Accomplished by a 
Photographer. 
Photographing in colors and under water 
have been two preblems in photography. 
that have never been solved—or rather ac- 
complished. However, an interesting re- 
port comes from France that a Frenchman 
has been able to photograph objects, fish 
and shells, at the bottom of the Red Sea. 
First, ne secured a diver's costume to 
observe at the bottom of the set the meta- 
morphoses of certain mollusca impossible 
to cultivate in aquarla. He was struck 
with the wonderful beauty of submarine 
landscapes, and resolved o photograph 
what he could, since a simple description 
would savor too much of an vuver-vivid im- 
agination. At first he worked in shallow 
water with a water-tight apparatus, and 
the clearness of the water allowed him 
sufficient light to sensitize the plates. But 
the depth increased, 
clearness diminished, and the motion of 
the waves clouded his 1 Then the 
voung scientist conceived the idea of util- 
izing.magnesium in an apparatus. of bis 
own invention. This aratus consists 
essentially of a barrel filled, with oxygen, 
and surmounted by a glass bell containing 
an alcohol lamp. On the flame of the lamp, 
by means of a mechanical contrivance, 
powdered magnesium is thrown, flaring 
as often as a view is ttaken. The barrel 
is pierced with holes on the lower side in 
such a manner that as the oxygen dimin- 
ishes the sea water enters, so preserving 
the equilibrium between external and in- 
ternal] pressure.

It is evidently not generally 
known by the Santa Ana public that post- 
age on papers must be prepaid before the 
postmaster can lawfully forward the mat- 
ter to its destination. Many people seem 
to have an idea that the United States 
government will carry all the newspapers 
that can possibly be squeezed into an or- 
dinary paper wrapper for the small sum 
of 1 cent, which is a mistake.

ago during a “clean-up,” as fhe cleaning- 
out process of the office is called, and some 
interesting observations were made. Of 
all the paper packages opened about two- 
thirds were copies of the Sunday Times, 
which had been read by subscribers ‘here 
and then mailed to Bastern friends. As 
the Sunday Times weighs’ over the four 
ounces allowed by law to be carried for 1 
cent, they were passed over to the box 
containing overweight matter,” unless 
some mark on the wrapper identified the 
sender, in wh instance it would be re- 
turned for the @xtra postage. 

Not Only were the papers overweight, 
but in & number of instances the law was 
violated by sending written messages on 
tae inside ot the pages, of which the fol- 
lowing eXamples are given: All well. 
Glad to hear from you all. Will write 
oon.“ Another was, “Letter just re- 
eelved. Will write soon. Kiss the baby | 
for me.“ In a package of The Times of 
several dates was the message: All well. 
Papers received. Hope to get that letter 
goon. Love to all. Zaid.” A copy of one 
of the local papers contained-a healthy 
geranium cutting. Many other packages 
were opened, and a number of them 
‘brought forth smiles from those who were 
handling them. It would be well to re- 
member to put enough postage on packages 
of papers detore mailing them, or they 
may never reach their destination. It 
might also de well to amit sending written 
messages on the inside of the papers.

RADER'S THRIFT. 


An Illustration of His Busi- 
ness Methods. 


How He Secured a Commissionership 
for the Broadway Im- 
provement. 


Transferred Property to His Busi- 
ness Partner that He Might Be- 
come Eligible—A Retrans- 
fer is Made. 


The Times has on several occtsions in 
discussing Mr. Rader’s candidacy for 
Mayor, stated that he was lacking in all 
the essentials for the Chief Executive of 
a great and growing city like Los An- 
geles. He is not a broad-minded, liberal 
man, in any sense of the word, and a 
peculiar financial transaction by which he 
made a few dollars and at the same time 
complied with the letter, while evading 
the spirit of the law, has just come to 
light which fully bears out this assertion 
and is fully svbstantiated by the official 
records, of the city and county of Los An- 
geles. * 

December 16, 1889, President Franken; 
field of the City Council introduced a mo- 
tion instructing the City Engineer to pre- 
pare the necessary plans, maps, specifica- 
tions, etc., for the opening, widening and 
extension of Broadway (formerly Fort 
street) from Ninth street to the west line 
of Main street. 

The matter proceeded in the usual 
course until September 29, 1890, when the 
City Council adopted ordinance, $20, 
which provided for the appointment of C. 
M. Wells, J. W. Hinton and J. N, Book 
as Cotamissioners to assess cost, damages, 
etc. 

When J. W. Hinton received notice of 
his appointment he signified his intention 
of resigning as the duties of the position 
would interfere with his personal business. 
This fact coming to the knowledge of Mr. 
Rader he began a still hunt to secure the 
soon-to-be-vacated place. In this con- 
nection he was advised that he could — 
de appointed legally as he owned p 
erty within the limits of the district wh th 
would be affected by the proposed im- 
provement. To meet this obstacle he 
transferred on October. 20, 1890, the south 
forty-two and eleven-twelfths feet in lot 
3, block 2%, Ord’s survey, situated on 
Broadway, between First and Second 
streets and on which the Newell & Rader 
Block stands, to his business partner, H. 
T. Newell for a stated consideration of 
- $13,000 (see Book of Deeds 671, p. 171, 
Cou 


nty s office.) 

November 10, 1890, J. W. Hinton ten- 
dered his resignation as Commisioner to 
the City Council and that body by special 
ordinance 828 appointed Frank Rader to 
fill the vacancy. (See Book 29, pages 111 
and 137, in the office of the City Clerk.) 

From November 10, 1890, to February 25, 

1892, the r (Frank Rader, J. 
H. Book and C. M. Wells) led with 
the problem of og extension opening 
of Broadway, and then filed their final re- 
port, assessing the district affected to the 
amount of $28,657.20, and the south forty- 
two and eleven-twelfths feet of lot three, 
block two an@ one-half, Ord’s survey (on 
which the, Newell & Rader Block stands) 
$81.10, which sum was paid by H. T. Newell 
on May 19, 1892. 
Further reference to the report of the 
commissioners on file in the office of Super- 
intendent of Streets develops the fact that 
Frank Rader, as commissioner, drew from 
the city treasury for his services as com- 
missioner, the sum of $400. 

On July 13, 1892, reference to book of 
deeds 813, page 174, shows that H. T. 
Newell deeded to ‘Frank Rader the south 
forty-two and eleven-twelfths feet of lot
